Strike everything after the enacting clause and ins ert the 

following: 

"Sec. 1.  RCW 31.45.073 and 2009 c 510 s 3 are each amended t o 

read as follows: 

 (1) No licensee may engage in the business of maki ng small loans 

without first obtaining a small loan endorsement to  its license from 

the director in accordance with this chapter.  An e ndorsement will be 

required for each location where a licensee engages  in the business of 

making small loans, but a small loan endorsement ma y authorize a 

licensee to make small loans at a location differen t than the licensed 

locations where it cashes or sells checks.  A licen see may have more 

than one endorsement. 

 (2) A licensee must set the due date of a small lo an on or after 

the date of the borrower's next pay date.  If a bor rower's next pay 

date is within seven days of taking out the loan, a  licensee must set 

the due date of a small loan on or after the borrow er's second pay 

date after the date the small loan is made.  The te rmination date of a 

small loan may not exceed the origination date of t hat same small loan 

by more than forty-five days, including weekends an d holidays, unless 

the term of the loan is extended by agreement of bo th the borrower and 

the licensee and no additional fee or interest is c harged.  The 

maximum principal amount of any small loan, or the outstanding 

principal balances of all small loans made by all l icensees to a 

single borrower at any one time, may not exceed sev en hundred dollars 

or thirty percent of the gross monthly income of th e borrower, 
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whichever is lower.  A licensee is prohibited from making a small loan 

to a borrower who is in default on another small lo an until after that 

loan is paid in full or two years have passed from the origination 

date of the small loan, whichever occurs first. 

 (3) A licensee is prohibited from making a small l oan to a 

borrower in an installment plan with any licensee u ntil after the plan 

is paid in full or two years have passed from the o rigination date of 

the installment plan, whichever occurs first. 

 (4) A borrower is prohibited from receiving more t han ((eight)) 

sixteen small loans from all licensees in any twelv e-month period.  A 

licensee is prohibited from making a small loan to a borrower if 

making that small loan would result in a borrower r eceiving more than 

((eight)) sixteen small loans from all licensees in  any twelve-month 

period. 

 (5) A licensee that has obtained the required smal l loan 

endorsement may charge interest or fees for small l oans not to exceed 

in the aggregate fifteen percent of the first five hundred dollars of 

principal.  If the principal exceeds five hundred d ollars, a licensee 

may charge interest or fees not to exceed in the ag gregate ten percent 

of that portion of the principal in excess of five hundred dollars.  

If a licensee makes more than one loan to a single borrower, and the 

aggregated principal of all loans made to that borr ower exceeds five 

hundred dollars at any one time, the licensee may c harge interest or 

fees not to exceed in the aggregate ten percent on that portion of the 

aggregated principal of all loans at any one time t hat is in excess of 

five hundred dollars.  The director may determine b y rule which fees, 

if any, are not subject to the interest or fee limi tations described 

in this section.  It is a violation of this chapter  for any licensee 

to knowingly loan to a single borrower at any one t ime, in a single 

loan or in the aggregate, more than the maximum pri ncipal amount 

described in this section. 

 (6) In connection with making a small loan, a lice nsee may advance 

moneys on the security of a postdated check.  The l icensee may not 

accept any other property, title to property, or ot her evidence of 
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ownership of property as collateral for a small loa n.  The licensee 

may accept only one postdated check per loan as sec urity for the loan.  

A licensee may permit a borrower to redeem a postda ted check with a 

payment of cash or the equivalent of cash.  The lic ensee may disburse 

the proceeds of a small loan in cash, in the form o f a check, or in 

the form of the electronic equivalent of cash or a check. 

 (7) No person may at any time cash or advance any moneys on a 

postdated check or draft in excess of the amount of  goods or services 

purchased without first obtaining a small loan endo rsement to a check 

casher or check seller license."
